“Even more significant was the end- 
ig of the decline of deposits in state 
anks which had been going on since 
ke collapse of the stock market boom 
I 1929. In recent years for which Ag­ 
ree are available the drop has been 
articularly abrupt. Total deposits in 
tate banks declined from 120,396,762.

53.000 on December 31, 1933. The rec- 
rd for 1934 shows a recovery to $17,~

“It is particularly gratfiylng to note
